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STRUCTURE FOR PREVENTING DISCONNECTION OF LEAD WIRE 
What is claimed is: 

(1) A structure for preventing disconnection of a lead wire, 
characterized in that, in a cylindrical body that contains an electrical 
apparatus and is made of a combination of upper and lower split bodies so 
that a lead wire can be brought out from the electrical apparatus, retaining 
ribs having jagged surfaces are provided adjacent to outlets in the 
respective upper and lower split bodies; the retaining ribs are formed so 
that peaks and valleys at portions of the ribs that face respective lead wires 
are arranged in a staggered manner and so that the peaks and valleys of the 
respective retaining ribs fit each other when the upper and lower split 
bodies are combined; and the lead wires meandering in a staggered manner 
are held between the retaining ribs,, 

(2) The structure for preventing disconnection of a lead wire according 
to claim 1, characterized in that each of the retaining ribs has a guide wall 
provided at a border between the portions corresponding to the respective 
lead wires where the positions of the peaks and valleys change. 
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
